Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Cawley called on 01/1 8/02 to discuss the restriction m . 
requirement issued and left a voicemail message. On 01/23/02, discussed the claims 1-6, 8-18 and 20-46 with respect 
to the way they were grouped in the restriction requirement. Attorney Cawley communicated that the scope of claim 1 , 
which defines the applicants' invention includes both SeqID No. 1 and SeqID No. 7 and that those two sequences are 
variants of each other. Examiner compared the sequences and found that SeqID Nol and SeqID No7 have two 
nucleotide differences between the sequences, and that SeqID No. 7 is included within the sequence of SeqID No.1 . A 
search for SeqID No. 1 would reveal sequences that are similar to SeqID No.7. Therefore, the examiner decided to 
rejoin the original groups I and II (New Group I, now including claims 1-6, 8-18,20-29, 31-34,37-45), and rejoin the 
original groups IV and V (New Group III, now including claims 35, 36, 46). Original group III now will be the new Group 
11 (claim 30). Applicant was advised to make an election to the restriction requirement according to the new groupings.
